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Old Scona: An Individual 


Since it opened in the fall of 1976, the courses, the size, and especially 
the personality of Old Scona have emphasized the importance of the 
individual. 

The school is in itself an individual among other high schools. Not the 
least of the factors contributing to this individuality is the building itself. 
Built in 1908 by the growing city of Strathcona, it is now one of the 
oldest structures in Edmonton. The three storey brick building has the 
quiet dignity that seems to come with age, yet it does not seem at all out 
of place to hear the busy, noisy sounds of the active young people who 
frequent its halls. The two elements of age in the school work beautifully 
together: each complementing the other, neither overpowering the other. 

The small student population of 200 also sets us apart, and it is these 
people and their teachers that really make our school unique. When 
everyone knows everyone else, we see each other as more than just a haze 
of faces in the hallway. Each person stands out; each person is an in- 
dividual. And each is allowed to be so. Differences in opinion, in reac- 
tion, in tastes, and in behavior are accepted at Old Scona far more easily 
than at a larger school. Because one knows the personality behind the 
differences, one appreciates the differences that make up the personality. 

It is the fact that every person is allowed to be and is treated like an 
individual by both peers and teachers that really makes the school work. 
And if the teachers have recognized the students as individual human 
beings, so too have the students recognized that each of their teachers is 
unique. Thus the interaction between student and teacher at Old Scona is 
usually positive and always mutually respectful. Rather than a “student”, 
fighting a “teacher” or a “teacher” working in spite of his “‘students’’, as 
can happen in many cases, a student-teacher relationship in this school is 
that of two human beings working together towards a common goal. 

The teachers enjoy teaching here and the students enjoy learning here; 
both groups feeling that in Old Scona they have found something dif- 
ferent, something special. The freedom we have found in this school is the 
freedom to be ourselves and to accept other people as themselves. It is 
Our Way. ;

The past few weeks, for this year’s graduating class, 
have been filled with preparations for the event oc- 
curring this evening and tomorrow. But the past twelve 
years of our lives have been spent for what must come 
after the graduation celebrations of this weekend. We 
are on the threshold of a totally new stage of our lives, 
and tonight we both reflect on the one we are leaving 
and look toward the one for which we are heading. 

We are the third graduating class of Old Scona, but 
the first to have completed the full three years of our 
high school education at “‘oh, that school,”’ as it is so 
often referred to by those not familiar with its charms. 
We entered as strangers to each other and to our 
teachers but we graduate as a closely knit class of 56, 
leaving behind advisors and friends, not just teachers. 
We came to Old Scona of our own accord, unsure of 
what to expect. We have grown and developed with the 
school, and will leave behind something of ourselves, 
for we have helped to establish some of the school’s 
atmosphere and tradition. 

During our years here, we have been encouraged to 
extend our minds and abilities further than we would 
once have thought possible. We have been taught the 
basic content of the high school program, but our 
education has not stopped there. Our teachers supplied 
the prescribed information, but in such a way as to 
encourage our learning and to aid us in applying that 
learning to our lives. Questions which emerged in class 
were readily discussed and current issues were dealt 
with. It was obvious to us that our teachers were 
concerned about us as individuals. They monitored our 


progress carefully, and willingly offered support in other 
subject areas as well as their own. Having been treated 
as adults in their classes, we are prepared to respond as 
adults in the world we are about to enter. 

Old Scona has been a place of learning, but also a 
place of human relationships. In a small school at- 
mosphere, we have learned to interact with our peers 
and our advisors on a personal level. We have 
developed the ability to communicate with others, 
expressing our ideas clearly and confidently, without the 
fear of embarrassment - an ability which will stand us 
in good stead in the careers we have planned and in the 
new situations we will encounter. 

After the festivities this weekend, and when we have 
finished exams, we are to leave this safe, secure little 
world of ours. There will no longer always be the 
guiding hands of parents and teachers to direct our 
ways. Having graduated, we will be considered capable 
young adults, and will be expected to contribute in our 
own ways to our community. We will have to make our 
own decisions, and to be responsible for their 
fulfillment. 

By completing three years of high school at Old 
Scona, we have proven that the idea of a small 
academic high school is workable, and we will put to 
use that which we have learned here. For the 
knowledge gained during these years of schooling will 
not be stored away, it will be applied and expanded 
upon. Whether we enter university or the working 
world, we each take with us a part of Old Scona.
